This response is responsive to the Examiner's action dated June 17, 
2004 and due without extension July 1 7, 2004. 

REMARKS 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's forwarding of the written office 
action requesting a restriction requirement. Applicant's representative however was 
unaware that the Examiner had attempted to nrtake telephone contact as there were no 
messages left asking for a verbal election. 

Applicant elects, the subject matter of the Examiner's Species I . 
specifically as depicted in Fia. 7a and claimed in claims 1-12 and 14-20 f or 

furthering prosecution. The election is made v\rithout prejudice to the non-elected 
subject matter In respect of filing future applications directed to said subject matter. 



Applicant believes that claims 1-12 and 14-20 claim the elements of tiie 
species Identified by Examiner as being depicted in Fig. 7a. Although not identified by 
the Examiner, applicant submite that the same species (Species I) Is also shown in 
Figs. 2a-2e, 3, 5. 6a-^ and 8c. 

Examiner has stated that claims 1-4, 10, 15 and 17-19 are held to be 
generic.
